DR. BONNER WARNS 
AGAINST 
SOCIAL 
DISEASES 
AND 
DE­ 
NOUNCES DOUBLE STANDARD 
“Purity is as necessary In Tom, 
Dick and Harry as it is in Mary. The 
social evil must go. . It is going just 
like- Old Booze did. 
He is on the 
run—down the back alley—a leg, a 
wing, a piece of the breast—and God 
have mercy on his soul as he goes.” 
Dr. Arthur Bonner, Alabama lec­ 
turer of the World's Purity League, 
thus prophesied the fall of norial im­ 
purity, when he spoke at the Central 
Methodist Church yesterday morning. 
Dr. Bonner has authority to organ­ 
ize a local branch 
of the Purity 
League and stated after his address 
that he would return here in about 
a week for that purpose. The speak­ 
er, who is head of the Bible Study 
Department of the State University, 
prefaced by saying that most univer­ 
sities now had a biblical department. 
He predicted that soon, by the con­ 
sent of all creeds, portions of the 
Bible would be read daily in the pub­ 
lic schools as a basis for common 
devotion. 
He said that Protestants, 
Catholics and Jews aKke should set­ 
tle on a working basis as to the use 
of the Bible in the public schools. 
The Social Evil. 
In a breezy, hustling manner, free 
of all indelicacy, Dr. Bonner . then 
launched forth agwinst the fiend of 
impurity. 
He said that he had the 
authority of the Wisest people for it, 
that the women as well as the men 
should be told plainly of the ravages 
of social diseases. 
The speaker said 
that outside of physicians and drug­ 
gists, until the recent war, few knew 
the extent of thoee loathsome mala­ 
dies. 
He said 
th a t, war 
statistics 
showed that four 
hundred 
out 
of 
every thousand of the boy soldiers 
of Alabama had these diseases, four 
out of every ten; that 500 men had 
to be taken from the Rainbow Divi­ 
sion on account of these 
diseases, 
and that a certain physician told him 
that in one of our neighbor counties 
there were only six families in which 
such diseases were not found. 
The 
speaker laid the responsibility for 
such “terrific conditions” at the door 
of general neglect on the part of 
all. 
He said 
above 
all, 
parents 
should tell their children of the sec­ 
rets of life and of the sacredness of 
the sources of life. 
The speaker had used as his taxt 
the Bible expression 
to the effect 
that the body is the temple of the 
Holy 
Ghost, 
and 
that whosoever 
should defile the body should have 
his Soul destroyed. 
Dr. Bonner also 
blamed the “conspiracy of silence” 
in the home, in the school and in 
the church on the m atter of sexology. 
He blamed the double standard. “We 
should be kinder to the girl who goeo 
wrong and sterner toward the boy.” 
He said mothers were foolish to re­ 
ceive into their homes the sowers of 
wild oats as socisl lions. 
Tim scien­ 
tific, nehr-im possibility of advanced 
social diseases ever being cured was 
stressed. 
“When that poison once 
gets hold on the grey matter—the 
life principle—s cure is next to im­ 
posible” 
The speaker denounced, the travel­ 
ing street fairs, denominating them 
as “ peripatetic vice dens.” 
^ 
“Arouse the publie conscience and 
demand better laws for the protec­ 
tion of the fountains of life,” de­ 
clared the speaker.

Shortage of Teachers 


What are our people going to do about the serious 
shortage of teachers in the state? Unless all signs fail, more 
than 1,000 white schools in the state will be short of teachers 
the coming session. This shortage will be moat keenly felt 
in the country schools. The people can’t look to any of the 
higher institutions of learning nor to any other set of schools 
than the state normals to supply them with trained teachers. 
G ra d u a tes of co lle g e s d on ’t go ba<4c to the country schools. 
The only sch o o ls to w hi c h th e p eo p le can turn to supply 
teachers are the normal schools, located at Florence, Jack­ 
sonville, Livingston and Troy. 


The formal schools admit none but teachers. They are 
in session twelve school months each year. They ought to 
be enlarged and required to train a sufficient number of 
teachers to meet the demand in Alabama’s public schools.
